TEXAS SUES LABOR MEN 
FOR BOYCOTTING BUILDING. 


Effort to Apply Anti-Trust Law to 
Unions Which Acted Against 
“Unfair” Employer.

SAN ANTONIO, Texas, July 2.—Attorney 
General C. K. Bell and District Attorney 
Carlos Bee have filed suit in the District 
Court against Pau) Steffler, Acting .Presi- 
dent of the San Antonio Trades Council; 
Walton Peteet, Acting Secretary of the 
same body; Frank Van Riper, Vice Presi- 
dent of Electrical Workers’ Union No. 60 
of the International Brotheffiood of Elec- 
trical Workers, and several other union 
officers, for $6,000 penalties for violation 
of the Texas anti-trust law in the boycot- 
ting of the new Herff building. 

The boycott was the result of Ferdinand 
Herff, Sr., the owner of the building, giving 
the contract for the electrical work therein 
to A. H. Schaffer, who has been on the 
“‘unfair list’’ of the unions. This suit is 

| of importance, as it involves the legality 
of boycotting by labor men. 

The section of the anti-trust law under 
which the suit is brought makes it an of- 
fence “‘ where two or more people, firms, 


| corporations or associations of persons 
! shall agree to boycott or threaten to refuse 
to buy from or sell to any person, firm, cor- 
poration or association of persons for buy- 
ing from or selling to other persons, firm, 
| corporation or association of -persons.” 
| The punishment for violation of this law 
is a penalty of $50 a day for the duration 
of the offence, or imprisonment for one 
year in the penitentiary. 
On account of the severity of the punish- 
ment the Attorney General and District At- 
} torney decided that it would be better not 
to proceed by indictment owing to the dif- 
} ficulty in obtaining a conviction, especially 
when the same result—the test of the valid- 
i ity of the law—could be effected by civil 
; proceedings. The latter method had the 
additional advantage of an appeal by the 
State. There has been a wide divergence 
of opinion among lawyers as to whether 
this law applied to labor unions. 
This is thought to be the firgt case in the 
Tnited States in which a State has proceed- 
ed against labor unions. The remedy has 
usually been by injunction, at the instance 
| of the aggrieved individual. The 
{ petition also prays for an injunction re- 
| straining the defendants from further: in- 
terference with rights of Ferdinand Herff, 
Sr., owner of the boycotted building, and 
from further.conspiracies against the citi- 
zens of the State of Texas.

Several times Sunda 
he was approached by men who, it is said, 
requested that he quit work and join the 
ranks of the strikers. He was almost in 
front of his home when three men accosted 
him. After a few words had been spoken 
one of the three, it is said, struck Mullen 
in the face. He retaliate@d and was: then 
struck a-blow from behind, which felled 


him. 

Julius Blandt, the cashier of the Kellogg 
Switchboard Supply Company, who was 
also severely beaten by strikers Sunday, is 
still in a serious condition, and the officers 
of the company have redoubled their efforts 
to bring those guilty of the assault on him 
to justice.

ORDERS | 
OF LITTAUER CONTRACTS 


General Inquiry Into Purchase of 
Army Supplies to be Made, 


Statute of Limitations Said to Act in 
Glove Matter, but Civil Proceed- 
ings May Be Taken, 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, July 2.—Secretary Root 
has ordered an immediate investigation into 
the contracts for army gloves awarded to 
E. R. Lyon of New York City, and filled 
by him with ‘goods purchased from the 
firm of which Representative Littauer is a 
member. 

Nor will the inquiry stop there. The re- 
cent postal scandals have made the various 
departments sensitive to the suspicion of 
irregularity, and the Secretary of War has 
determined on a general investigation into 
the methods of purchasing supplies of 
every description for the army. 

This decision was reached to-day after 
Mr. Root had a. conference with Gen. 
Humphrey, Quartermaster General; Col. 
Patten, who is in charge of clothing sup- 
plies, and Gen. Davis, Judge Advocate Gen- 
eral. The investigation will be to aseertain 
if any army officer has made contracts in 
violation of the statutes. The law forbid- 
ding members of Congress having any part 
or share in Government contracts or deriv- 
ing any benefit from them is comprenen- 
sive. Another section, however, excepts 4 
contract made with a corporation in which 
the Congressman has sharés of stock. 

Mr. Littauer has explained that his firm 
has been supplying gloves to Mr. Lyon for 
more than twenty years, and that Mr. 
Lyon has been a contractor for furnishing 
gloves and similar outfittings for the army 
for that period. The fact that the Littauers 
were manufacturers of gloves has been 
well known to the Quartermaster's Depart- 
ment, but the declaration is made by offi- 
cers of that department that. the glove- 
makers have never appeared as contract " 
nor have they attempted to influence ‘the 
department in the awarding of contracts. 

Some allegations have been made that 
the glove contract was let to Lyon even 
after a lower bid had been made, but this 
could not be verified at the department, 

It is said at the War Department that no 
matter what may be the outcome of this 
matter, the Statute of Limitations wil] lie 
against any criminal prosecution, but this 


will not prevent civil proceedings for the 


restitution of thoney involved in the econ- 
ract.

Representative Littauer Says He Pro- 
posed Calling om General to Ex- 
plain Failure to Fill Orders. 


GLOVERSVILLE, N. Y., July 2.—Repre- 
sentative Littauer’s attention to-day was 
called to the letter which he wrote to Lyon 
on Ma 18, 1898, in which he said: ‘“‘ Do 
you think it advisable that I should call on 
Ludington in reference to any other than 
the standard gauntlets?"' :

He said that he offered 
the suggestion in regard to seeing Luding- 
ton so that he might be able to explain to 
the Quartermaster General that it would be 
iropossible for his firm to furnish the con- 
tractor, Mr. Lyon, with a greater quantity 
of the standard gauntlet, and that if the 
necessities of the Government _required 
more it would be compelled to take some 
substitute article.

Ludington, however, concerning this 
matter, he declared.

RAT EXPOSED. POSTAL THEFTS. 


From the Hole in Which It Disappeared 
Were Taken Stolen Registered 
Letters—Two Arrests.

PHILADELPHIA, July 2.—As the result 
of a chase after a rat at Seventeenth and 
Filbert Streets on Wednesday, evidence was 
obtained which led the United States’ Postal 
Inspectors to engage-in a hunt after three 
men suspected of stealing valuable regis- 
tered letters from the mails, The rat 
escaped, but two men, Bertram Laycock 
and his brother, Albert Laycock, of 3326 
Filbert Street, were less fortunate aud fell 
into the trap set for them. Much importance 
is-attached by Postal Inspectors to the cap- 
ture of the Laycocks, owing to the amount 
of yaluable mail they handled every day. 

Bertram was employed by the Pneumatic 
Transit Company as an operator of tubes 
at the sub-Post Office in the Broad Street 
Station, and Albert was employed in. a 
similar capacity at the Centra¥ Post Of- 
fice. More than 2,000,000 letters pass 
through the tubes daily. Some of the let- 
ters the Laycocks.are accused of taking, 
and which the Postal Inspectors say they 
confessed to stealing, were addressed to 
A. J. Cassatt, President of the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad; John Wanamaker, and 
William J. Thompson, 

The rat that figured in the case ran across 
Filbert Street toward the arches of _ the 
elevated tracks of the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road. T. J..McCarthy, foreman of the tool 
room of the Bell Telephone Company, gave 
chase. Seeing a large rat hole, he thrust 
in a stick. No rat orpeorce, but when the 
stick was pulled out it brought with it two 
letters. 

McCarthy saw that they were registered 
and addressed to A. J. Cassatt and William 
J Thompson, Again inserting the stick the 
man brought forth three more letters, all 
registered.

Suspicion 
fell upon Bertram Laycock, and a decoy 
letter with marked money was prepared 
and mailed. His arrest followed, and to- 
day Commissioner Craig held the prisoner. 
It was after the capture of Bertram that 
suspicion fell on his brother. Albert's room 
was visited and registered letters were 
found. According to the Inspectors he made 
a confession in which he implicated another 
man.

FEW STEAM ROAD TROUBLES. 


Only Fiv: Small Lines Failed in Obliga- 
tion Since Jan. 1—Trolley Lines 
Worse Off. 


CHICAGO, July 2.—It has been a poor 
year so far, The Railway Age will say in its 
issue to-morrow, for steam railway receiv- 
ers, and the business of selling railways 
under foreclosure has also been remarkably 
dull. No steam railway company in the 
United States, operating as much as thirty 
miles of road, has become insolvent, and 
only five smali lines, of from four to twen- 
ty-eight miles, which have failed to meet 
their interest obligations during the last 
six months.

The Champaign, and Southwestern, for 
more than twenty Years, has formed a part 
of the Wabash system, and the sale was 
purely formal. he little Berlin branch 
road, which has maintained a nominal ex- 
istence since 1877, has for some years been 
hg by the Western Maryland. The 
Chicago and Southeastern has been oper- 
ated under various names for twenty-five 
goats. It wiil be absorbed by the Big 

our. 

Altogether, these three concerns represent 
only 145 miles of road and $1,146,000 of 
bonds and stocks, while during the corre- 
sponding period of 1902 the foreclosure sales 
numbered 11, covering ‘249 miles of road and 
$12,707,000 of capitalization. 

But while receiversships and foreclosures 
of steam railways are scarce, for the pres- 
ent. at least, the financial misfortunes of 
electric railways come forward prominently, 

At least five street railway companies 

ave been placed in the hands of receivers 
1, 1008. These have a total 
length of 577 miles of track, resenting 
$27,658,000 of bonds and $25,400,000 of capi- 
tal stock, a grand total of $63,058,000 of 
street railway securities placed in the hands 
of receivers in that period, in comparison 
with $5,845,000 of securities of steam roads 
in similar condition. In addition to these, 
a Pennsylvania traction company, operat- 
ing 25 miles, made default last Spring in 
its interest obligations and asked an ex- 
tension, Foreclosure sales of four electric 
lines, representing 117 miles of. track and 
$6, 866, of bonds and stocks has been 
made since the first of the year.

Civic Federation Conference to be 
Held To-day. 


Over 41,000 Workingmen to be Repre- 
sented at the Session—Plasterers’ 
Move in Other Cities Fails. 


Outside of the officers of the unions in 
the building trades which are coneerned 
in the present shut-down of work, the vast 
rank and file of the unions are counting 
the hours up to the time the struggle ends. 
It was learned yesterday that this army 
of workers, who have been thrown into 
idleness through no aggressive act on their 
part, are looking forward anxiously_to the 
coming meeting of the representatives of 
the unions and of the members of the 
Bullding Trades Employers’ Association, 
which will take place to-day .under the 
auspices of the Concilfation Committee of 
the New York Civic Federation. The Board 
of Governors of the Employers’. Associa- 
tion has offered the use of its rooms for 
the purpose, and the conference will begin 
in the Townsend Building, 1,123 Broadway, 
at 2:30 P. M, 

The Civic Federation will be represented 
by its Chairman, Emerson McMillin, and 
its Secretary, Samuel B. Donnelly. 

The representatives of trades in the Em- 
ployers’ Association who will attend the 
conference will attend as individuals. The 
object of the Civic Federation is to bring 
both sides together in the belief that it wid 
lead to a better understanding of the ques- 
tions at issue and to a disposition en both 
sides to meet half way. 

John R. Commons, statistician of the Civic 
Federation, said that fourteen unions have 
elected three delegates each to attend the 
conference to-day.

Mr. Rockefeller’s Victory in Court Part 
of a Long Fight with Adirondack 
Neighbors.

PAUL SMITH’S, N. Y., July 2.—Embold- 
ened by the repeated successes of Oliver 
Lamora in the rural courts in suits for 
trespass brought against him by William 
Rockefeller, Lamora's neighbors and friends 
from a distance pursued the same tactics 
that had breéught upon Lamora the enmity 
of Mr. Rockeféller’s gamekeepers. Three 
or four times Lamora won when Mr. Rocke- 
felter brought suit against him, and as the 


noise of this got abroad Lamora and his 
supporters gained courage and fished in the 
waters of Mr. Rockefeller’s park regardlesa 
of the warnings of the gamekeepers. It is 
said that from time to time r. Rocke- 
teller's men have taken the names of up- 
ward of fifty different persons who were 
found fishing in the Rockefeller park. 

The success Lamora had in the lower 
courts prompted fishermen in other locali- 
ties to enter paras parks, and the game- 
keepers of the preserves of William C. 
Whitney, Dr. W. Seward Webb, Edward 
Litchfield, and others were troubled as the 
had never been before by poachers.  Alil 
gamekeepers' endeavored to protect the 
privacy of _the lands Over which they had 
charge. The clashes between them and 
Lamora’'s following were often bloody, and 
it-is said that both parties resorted to tac- 
ties which were not countenanced by those 
who were directing the legal battles. La- 
mora and his followers were confident of 
ultimate victory in the courts. They were 
aided, it is said, by popular subscriptions.

PRINCETON APPLICANTS BARRED 


Eight Candidates Guilty of Cheating 
im Entrance Examinations.

PRINCETON, N. J., July 2.—Eight ap- 
plicants for admission to the incoming 
freshman class at Princeton have been 
permanently disbarred for cheating in the 
mid-June entrance examinations held in 

various parts of the country. 

The honor system of examinations has 
been in vogue at Princeton for the past ten 
or twelve years, the penalty for violating 
it being exclusion from the university. 

At a meeting last Fall, the Faculty, upon 
considering the matter, decided hereafter 
to debar permanently from entering the 
University any candidate who should be 


found guiity of cheating in the entrance 
examination. and notice to this effect was 
printed at the top of every paper put in 
the examinations held this June. Despite 
this warning the examiners found that 
eight of the papers contained unmistakable 
evidence of dishonesty. The faculty has 
decided not to make public the names of 
the offenders or the schools at which they 
prepared. anouncement was made here 
to-day that 520 applications for admission 
have been received, which exceeds last 
year’s figures by 79.

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WIND AND LIGHTNING 
WORK HAVOG IN CITY 


Violent Storm Follows Hours ot 
Intense Heat. 


Many Deaths and Prostrations Re- 
ported—Much Damage Done and 
Multitudes Drenched by a 
Driving Rain. 


With heat and humidity that distressed 
the strongest ait brought prostration and 
death to a number of unforturates and a 
storm that wrowght destruction while it 
gave some welcome relief, New York and 


vicinity had a surfeit of weather yester~— 
day. Until mid-afternoon the thermometer 
Was climbing high, and then came a del- 
uge, accompanied by lightning and wind 
that wrought havoc. 

There was little relief during Wednesday 
night after the heat of that day, for at 
midnight the thermometer in the Weather 
Bureau, on the twentieth floor of 100 
Broadway, showed a temperatife of #) de- 
grees. Although the mercury dropped by _ 
4 o'clock yesterday morning to 76 degrees 
in the streets and the tenements, the heat 
was still oppressive. 

From that time the mereury mounted 
upward as the sun glowed on the city. Be- 
tween 6 and 7 o’clock there was a gain in. 
warmth of 7 degrees. At noon the mark om 
the Weather Bureau instrument. was 83 
degrees, and an hour later it was 90. The 
thermometers in the streets registered any- 
where fronr 5 to 15 degrees more, according 
to their positions. 

The first sound of thunder, according to 
the Weathcr Bureau, was heard at 2:18 
o’ciock in the afternoon, and the first rain 
officially recorded was at 4:03, this lasting 
until 5:20, The temperature dropped rapid- 
ly from 90 at 3 o'clock to 80 degrees at 4 
o'clock. At 4:20 the lowest -mark Was 
reached, being 68 degrees. There, was a 
jump back to 75 degrees at 5, and 82 
degrees at 6 o'clock, In the next hour the 
thermometer registered 83 degrees, and 
then began to decline, until at 9 o’clock 
the figure was 80 degrees. 

At the height of the storm the wind 
reached a velocity of seventy-two miles, so 
that the rain traveled through the’ streets 
in a line almost horizontal to them. Um- 
brellas were useless, because when raised 
they were generally turned inside out and 
ripp to pieces. In the down-town parts 


of t city people sought every possible 
shelter, women at times being forced to 
enter saloons.

The most exciting experience at the beach 
during the storm was had by the men at 
work on the top of the chutes.

They clung to the side rails, and 
finally had to lie flat on their faces and 
cling to the stanchions to keep from being 
blown away, They were pelted with hail- 
stones and the rain until, when they were 
finally able to crawl,down, they were ex- 
hausted.

JEROME OPPOSES PARDON 


May Clash with Gov, Odell in the 
Weller Case. . 


Hears That. the Executive Interds to 
Extend Clemency—Assistant Will 
See the Governor. 


District Attorney Jerome will strongly 
Oppose a proposition before Gov. Odell for 
the pardon of Frank 8S. Weller, who last 
week was convigted of grand larceny in the 
first degree anf sentenced to one year in 
State's Prison. Assistant District Attorney 
Train, who prosecuted Weller, left for Al- 
bany last night and will accompany the 
Governor on his Western trip as far as 
Buffalo in order to state reasons why ex- 
ecutive clemency should not be extended. 

Weller was convicted of complicity in the 
Horseshoe Copper Mining Company swin- 
dle, by which the “ Larrie Summerfield ”’ 
gang obtained $76,000 from business men of 
this city in one week. 

During the trial of Weller it was brought 
out that his father, now retired, at one 
time was a business partner of Gov. Odell’s 
father at Newburg. The Governor's brother, 
Hiram B. Odell, was a witness for the de- 
fense, testifying to Weller’s previous good 
character. 

It was brought out that Weller was & 
member of many clubs, among them the 
Union League of Brooklyn, and that he 
got members of the club to become stock- 
holders or Directors of the Horse Shoe 
Copper Mining Company, of which he was 
Treasurer, in order to help the swindle 
along. 

The first intimation of Gov. Odell’s pro- 
posed action came to Mr. Jerome yesterday 
when ex-Justice Brown'‘of the Appellate 
Division of the Supreme Court, and H. W. 
Harden, formerly a professor of law at 
Columbia, who was Weller’s counsel, called 


on him and asked if Weller could be tried 
on an additional indictment, in case Gov. 
Odell should choose to pardon him. 

“1 told them,” said r, Jerome yester- 
day, “‘ that if I were consulted in the regu- 
lar way about the pardon and if the Judge 
who sentenced him were consulted, as is 
customary, I would have no objection to 
any action Gov. Odell saw fit to take. 

“TI was then frankly told that it was the 
Governor's purpose to extend a pardon In 
any event. My answer was that if that 
was the game I would keep on working uP 
cases against Weller and trying him untill 
I made Goy. Odell sick and tired of granting 


| pardons. 


“It seems very strange in view of this 
that Gov. Odell has declared he will not 
vardon William F. Miller of the Franklin 
Syndicate, who volunteered to become a 
witness against Ammon. His case and that 
of Weller are almost identical. The charge 
in each case was the same, yet Miller got 
ten years and Weller only one. 

Mr, Train, as a result of Mr, Jerome’s 
answer, got a telegram from Mr. Graham, 
Gov. Odell’s Secretary, asking him to go 


to Albany. 

Assistant District Attorney Nott, who 
has drawn a petition asking for executive 
clemency, in the case of Miller, said yes- 
terday: 

*““I cannot credit the Albany dispatches 
to the effect that Gov. Odell has anticipated 
the petition by declaring that he will not 
pardon Miller, Miller rendered the State a 
service, and unless pardoned would be 
worse off than before through volunteering 
to testify against Ammon, inasmuch as 
his wife would be without the income she 
had from Ammon as long as Miller kept 
his mouth shut. 

“In addition, Miller has shown himself 
repentent. He has assigned over $60,000 
of the syndicate’s funds which was gotten 
from the Seymour-Johnson Company 
wreck, under an Appellate Division deci- 
sion to the receiver for the Franisin Syndi- 
cate, when he might have kept it for him- 
self. 

‘Miller, besides, is a sick man. Gov. 
Odell's own physician examined him at Sing 
Sing and determined he was too dll to re- 
main there and should be removed to Dan- 
nemora.’’

Spied Strange Carriage and Concluding 
That Crime Was on Foot Called 
Out Fire Department. 


MILBURN, N. J., July 2.—The whole 
town was aroused this morning because a 
driver from Bell's livery stable, in East 
Orange, lost his way.

MANY LOST IN TEXAS FLOODS. 


More Than a Score of Mexicans and 
Farmhands Reported Drowned— 
Damage to Railroad. 


SAN ANTONIO, Texas, July 2.—Floods in 
Southwestern Texas to-day caused the 


death of many persons and a heavy prop- 
erty loss. No accurate reports of the loss 


of life can be obtained, as the telegraph 
wires are down in the storm-swept section, 
but enough is known to warrant the belief 
that more than a score of persons perished, 
mostly Mexican laborers and farmhands,

Sinking Fund Commission Adopts 
Mayor Low’s Suggestion.

Will Expend $2,000,000 for New Boats 
Alderman McCall’s Plea for Munic- 
ipal Ownership May Be Granted. 


Acquisition by the city of the Staten 
Island Ferry service “was determined upon 
yesterday by the Sinking Fund Commis- 
sion at its regular meeting. This involves 
the expenditure of $3,200,000, of which ap- 
proximately $2,000,000 will be for the con- 
struction of new ferryboats, and, the other 
money for the terminal and approach at 
St, George, 8, I. Only the minor question 
of operation of the service by the city 
itself, instead of leasing the property un- 
der definite terms and rates, was left un- 
settled. 

By this action the commission has ended 
an agitation which for years has been in 
progress, and by the action taken the Bor- 
ough of Richmond will be greatly advan- 
taged, Mayor Low and Dock Commissioner 
Hawkes have been the strong advocates of 
having the city take over the property in 
question, and last week they published a 
report in which they outlined the very plan 
yesterday adopted by the Commissioners. 
In addition to acquiring the necessary prop- 
erty and building new boats, the Mayor 
suggested that the entire plant could be 
leased to the highest bidder, Two bidders 
are in prospect in such an event, one being 
the Staten Island Rapid Transit Company, 
which operates the present ferry, and the 
other the syndicate headed by H. H. 


- Rogers of the Standard Oil Company. The 


report also suggested that in the event of 
the failure of any one bidding, the city 
should operate the plant under the super- 
vision of the Dock Department. 

When the Commissioners took up the 
Staten Island Ferry question, Alderman 
John T, McCall, the Tammany member of 
the commission, declared in favor of mu- 
nicipal ownership. 

“You now have the opportunity, Mr. 
Mayor,”’ he said, ‘“‘to make your adminis- 
tration memorabie long after you and I are 
gone. I am opposed to the rt of the 
resolution you propose, whic 

ossible to jease the ferry after it has been 

uilt and equipped by the city. The time 
2 ripe for a municipal ownership of such a 
erry."’ 

Mayor Low accepted the Alderman’s sug- 
gestion to the extent of amending his reso- 
lution so as to direct Commissioner Hawkes 
to submit two forms for the consideration 
of the Commissioners. One is to be the 
form of a lease, together with the details 
of the cost of construction and equipment 
while the other is to be a plan for municipal 
ownership of the ferry and what the cost 
of operation would be to the city. This 
report must be submitted by the Commis- 
sioner not later than Dec. 1 next. 

Following this the Sinking Fund Commis- 
sion adopted the joint report which the 
Mayor and Dock Commissioner made pub- 
lic last week. while the large gathering of 
Staten Islanders present ~ ae vigor- 
ously. Borough President Cromwell of 
Richmond thanked the Mayor and the com- 
mission on behalf of the people of his bor- 
ough. Resolutions were presented from the 
Staten Island Chamber of Commerce ap- 
proving the plans and urging the carrying 
out of them as outlined by the Mayor. 

Other business of the session included the 
Gaskins to the Delaware, Lackawanna and 

Vestern Railroad a franchise for the es- 
tablishment of a ferry from a point be- 
tween Twenty-second and Twenty-third 
Streets, North River, to the foot of Ferry 
Street, Hoboken. 


AGAINST GARBAGE PLANT. 


Talk of Dynamiting Offending Estab- 
lishment at Mass Meeting of 
Merrisania Citizens. 


At a meeting of the taxpayers of Mor- 
risania, held before the Aldermen of Mor- 
risayla in the Borough Hall at One Hun- 
dred and Seventy-seventh Street and Third 
Avenue yesterday afternoon, to consider the 
abolition of the garbage burning plant at 
St. Joseph Street and Whitlock Avenue, a 
threat was made that if the plant was not 
removed the people of that section would 
blow it up with dynamite. The borough 
was represented by Borough President Haf- 
fen and Aldermen Leitner, Peck, and Gold- 
water, 

The first speaker for the taxpayers was 
Clarence R. Lester of One Hundred and 
Forty-fourth Street and Southern Boule- 
vard. He was accompanied by his father, 
mother, and, sister, He spoke very strongly 
against the plant, saying that the people 
in that vicinity became ill from the fumes 


and smells, and that during the hot weather 
the smell was almost intolerable. The 
windows of the house, he said, had to be 
kept closed, and it was impossible to hang 
clothes out on the line, as they became 
dirty from the smoke. The flaky cakes 
which issued”from the chimney, ‘he said, 
blew in the windows and covered their 
meals so that it was impossible to eat 
them. 

Rudolph Doherr, a resident near the 
plant, vehemently opposed the plant. He 
spoke of the nuisances and ending stated 
that there was not the slightest doubt in 
his mind that if the plant was not removed 
that the residents would combine and blow 
it up with dynamite. 

Superintendent Lake of the Lincoln Hos- 
pital, at Concord Avenue and One Hundred 
and Forty-fourth Street, stated that the 
windows of the hospital during the warm 
weather had to be kept closed on account 
of the smell, and that the 200 patients suf- 
fered greatly. Among the other speakers 
were Peter Fries, Jacob Sleischer, John 
Hensling, and Miss Alice B, Lester. 

The board, after hearing the arguments, 
drew up resolutions in which it was stated 
that they considered the plant a nuisance, 
and that its continuance would be violative 
of good order, peace, comfort, and good 
government. It was also resolved to ask 
the Board of Health to take steps as soon 
as the resolution was approved by the 
Mayor,’ and if it was not approved by the 
mayor that the Bodrd of Health take the 
matter to law to abate the nuisance.

THE SAN PEDRO DEAL. 


Arrangements for Purchase of Part of 
Oregon Shért Line Nearly Complete. 


Arrangements for the purchase of a part 
of the Oregon Short Line by the San Pedro, 
Los Angeles and Salt Lake Railroad, which 
was announced about two months ago, are 
nearing completion, and the final settle- 
ment will probably be made next week. 
The transfer of the 300-mile branch, which 
runs from Salt Lake City to Coliente, will 


necessitate a cash payment of about $18,- 
000,000 to the Oregon Short Line. The 
greater part of this money will be ad- 
vanced by Senator Clark, the backer of the 
new road, and his rsonal friends. 

They will receive in return bonds of the 
San Pedro Road. These bonds are part 
of an issue of $50,000,000 autharized in 
April last. Of this amount $40,000,000 will 
be issued at once. Of the $22,000,000 not 
necessary for the purchase of the Oregon 
Short Line branch and various terminal 
properties, there will be used for con- 
struction and equipment purposes $1,000,000 
a month. The price of the Oregon Short 
Line is understood to have been about 
$7,800,000, 


New Baltimore and Ohio Detour Line. 

The Baltimore and Ohio is about to build 
a detour line along the Monongahela River 
opposite Fairmont, West Va., to be known 
as the Palatine Branch. West of Fair- 
mont the Fairmont, Morgantown and Pitts- 
burg Branch joins the Wheeling Division, 
connection being made by a bridge over the 
river and into the immense new yard that 
is being constructed to take care of the 
Fairmont region coal, It was thought wise 
to extend the Fairmont, Morgantown and 
Pittsburg to a point east of Fairmont on 
the Wheeling Division to afford an addi- 
tional connection in case of congestion in

The line will be about three miles in length.

CRISIS REACHED IN. 
AQUEDUCT INQUIRY 


Train Says an Arrest Is Likely 
Within a Few Days. 


se 


Engineers and Other Experts Examined 
—Prominent Witnesses to be Sum- 
moned to Testify Monday. 


A crisis was reached yesterday fitthe in- 
vestigation which haa been carried on for 
Several] days by Assistant District Attorney 
Train on a complaint of neglect of duty 
preferred against the Aqueduct Commis- 
sioners by George L. Duvyah Chairman of 
the Merchants’ Association committee 
which has been investigating the work- 
ings of the board. 

Mr. Train is authority’ for the statement 
that an arrest may occur within a- few 
days as a result of disclosures made. 

The complaint has been lodged on in- 
formation and belief against three of the 
Commissioners, William H. Ten Eyck, John 
I. Ryan, and John J. Windolph. W. E. 
Curtis, the fourth Commissioner, who was 
appointed by Mayor Low recently, is not 
mentioned in the complaint. 

Mr. Train had before him yesterday as 
witnesses engineers employed on the con- 
struction of the Jerome Park Reservoir 
and members of the so-called Burr Com- 
Mission, which was appointed by Mayor 
Low a year ago for the purpose of making 
an investigation in reference to sources of 
additionai water supply for the city, and 
also to report on the progress of the work 
of construction on the Jerome Park Reser- 
voir and the Croton Dam. 

Mr, Train declined to diseuss the testi- 
money given by the witness; who, prior to. 
testifying, had been sworn before Justice 
Mayer of the Court of Special Sessions. 
It was learned, howeyer, that informa- 
tion important in its bearing on tentative 
charges had been obtained. 

Herbert C. Alden, ex-assistant engineer 
on the Jerome Park Reservoir work, spent 
two hours yesterday afternoon with Mr. 
Train. From thé story he told it would ap- 
pear that inferior mortar and other ma- 
terial had been used in the construction of 
the big dam, with the result that the 
entire westerly wall—as far as the work on 
it has progressed—is full of leaks and 
cracks and other defects, 

A specific instance cited by Mr. Alden 
had reference to the construction of the 
wall adjoining Gatehouse No. 2.. Here the 
specifications called for an extra strong 
core wall, with powerful restraining walls, 
and specially selected gravel filling which 
was to be carefully laid and rolled, wetted 
and pounded exery six inches, so as to set 
properly. 

Mr. Alden, it is understood, testified that 
this is what was done. A trestle was 
built, on which tracks were laid to carry 
cars filled with stone and débris blasted 
from the bottom of the reservoir. This 
was dumped between the restraining walls. 
When the wall had been built. up, the 
trestle remained .buried In the débris, and 
Was covered over instead of removed, 
greatly lessening the strength of the struct- 
ure, it is said. The work was carried on 
under Instruction from W. R. Hill, chief 
engineer, and protests from subordinates 
employed on the work did not lead to any 
change of the methods. 

Prof. William H. Burr of Columbia Uni- 
versity, head of the commission appointed 
by Mayor Low, was to have testified, but 
was prevented because of an order from the 
Mopar requiring him to call at the Mayor's 
oltice, 

John B. Freeman, an expert engineer and 
member of the Burr commission, however, 
testified. The examination of Mr. Free- 
man brought out an assertion that while 
the original plans called for an expenditure 
of $320,000 in the construction of the walls, 
$700,000 had already been expended and the 
wall was not yet half*finished. Mr. Free- 
man said that while he thought some of the 
changes necessary, as a whole they were to 
be condemned as a waste of time and mon- 
ey. He testified that in his opinion it would 
cost $700,000 more to complete the work 
under the new plans, and that there would 
be a delay of several years more, 

Assistant, District Attorney Train said 
he had learned that on July 26 last year 
Jonn B. McDonald, the contractor, made 
application for an additional appropriation 
of $464,000, holding out as an incentive that 
the work could thus be hastened to an 
extent where the westerly wall could be 
brought to a completion by Aug. 1 this year 
and the rest a year later. With this end in 
view Mayor Low yoted for the additional 
expenditure, which, however, Mr, Train 
said, had not led to any apparent accelera- 
tion of the work, as testimony showed 
there was yet a year's work on the west- 
ern wall, while there was no saying when 
the other wall would be completed. 

Chairman Duval of the Merchants’ Asso- 
ciation committee, said that in his opinion 
the charges against the Commissioners 
should have been tried before Mayor Low, 
who under the charter is responsible for 
the work of the heads of city departments 
under him. It was only after the Mayor's 
power of removal had been brought into 
question that the committee decided to go 
to Mr. Jerome with its complaint. 

Mr. Train said the John Doe proceeding 
would be resumed Monday, when a number 
of men prominently identified with the 
work would be called. Among these are 
Contractor McDonald, Chief Engineer W. 
R. Hin, who will be questioned regarfiing a 
fee of $10,000 he is alleged to have received 
from the City Government at Middletown, 
N. Y., while in the service of the commis- 
sion: Division Engineer Uhlirich, Assistant 
Engineer C. A. Crane, and Engineers North 
and Bogart. 


EXAMINING THAYER’S BODY. 


Insurance Companies Suspect That Bos- 
ton Man Insured for $485,000 
Killed Himself.

BOSTON, July 2.—The insurance compa- 
nies which have withheld the payment of 
policies issued upon the life of Edwin M. 
Thayer are not ready to recede from the 
position they have taken that there was 
something suspicious about his death. Al- 
though Prof. Wiltam B. Hills and Prof. 
Charles Harrington have reported that a 
chemical examination failed to disclose the 
presence of poison as the cause of death, 
the companies are not prepared to make 
the payments of the amounts of the policies 
that remain unsettled. 

Prof. E. 8S. Wood of the Harvard Medical 
School has portions of the organs removed 
from the body of Thayer, and he has not 
completed his tests for poison yet. Prof. 
Weod was designated by District Attorney 
Stevens to make the -chemical analysis for 
the county. 

The insurance companies

[BACILLI IN CARTRIDGES 


Tetanus Germs Discovered by an 
Expert of Newark. 


On Dr. Connolly’s Opinion Board of 
Health of That City Will En- 


deavor to Stop Sales. 


Special to The New York Times. , 

NEWARK, N. J., July 2.—Discovery of 
tetanus germs in blank cartridges offered 
for sale in this city has been made by Dr. 
Richard N. Connolly, bacteriologist of the 
Board of Health, and an effort will be 
made to prevent the sale of them. 

This discovery is the result of an out- 
break of lockjaw in Pittsburg, where fifty 
cases followed a celebration in which fire- 
arms were used. When informed of it Dr. 
H. €. Herold, President of the Health 
Board of this city, called a special session 
of that body this afternoon to take action 
in the matter, and, if possible, enact rules 
at once to prevent the cartridges from 
reaching the public by Saturday. 

What action will-be taken is not known. 
The police were called in consultation to- 
night and informed of the matter, and 
asked to induce dealers to refrain from 
making sales which in the event of acci- 
dent may lead to cases of lockjaw. 

When Dr. Herold was seen to-hight he 
said he has had his suspicions as to the 
existence of bacilli in blank cartridges for 
some time. His belief was so strengthened 
by the outbreak of lockjaw in Pittsburg 
that he decided to have Dr. Connolly, an 
eminent bacteriologist, make an investiga- 
tion. 

Dr. Connolly to-night would not make a 
statement beyond the fact that he put the 
cartridges under tests in his laboratory at 
the City Hospital and found positive evi- 
dence of the existence of the germs. 

Dr. William T. Wrightson was aston- 
ished at the discovery made by Dr. Connol- 
ly, which he does not doubt in the least? 
He declared that it establishes the fact 
that many lives have been sacrificed be- 
cause cartridges containing these germs 
have been on sale for years. He said that 


he would .use every effort to bring the 
matter before the Law Department of the 


city. 

Several deaths from lockjaw have fel- 
lowed Fourth of July celebrations in this 
city for years past, and it is the opinion 
of physicians that disease-bearing cart-

KISHINEFF PETITION 
READY. IN A WEEK. 


Signatures Being Solicited in Principal

‘WASHINGTON, July 2.—Acting Secre- 
tary of State Loomis has been notified that 
the petition in behalf of the Russian Jews 
will-.probably be delivered at the State 
Department or at Oyster Bay in about a 
week.

CHINESE. AND WORLD'S FAIR. 


Resent the Regulations Prescribed by 
Treasury Department. 


PEKING, July 2—The United States 
Treasury regulations regarding the Chinese 
visitors to the St. Louis Exposition are bit- 
terly criticised in the native press, and it is 
believed will demoralize China’s efforts to 
take a creditable part in the exposition. The 
most objectionable points in the eyes of the 
natives are the five-hundred-dollar bond, 
the photographic identification, police su- 
pervision of the visiting Chinese, and the ex- 
pulsion from America of the Chinese work- 
men and assistants when the fair closes.

The official newspaper of Chi-Li Province, 
whose utterances are understood to be di- 
rected by Yuan Shi Ki, the Governor of 
the province, taunts America with hypo- 
critical pretense of friendly intercourse, 
and says the politeness with which what is 
called the most just nation on earth treats 
its guests is a warning to Chinese mer- 
chants and others throughout the empire 
te seriously reflect if they are contemplat- 
ing a visit to St. Louis. 

The tone of the press has already induced 
many Chinese to forego the idea of exhibit- 
ing at the exhibition. 


NAVAL STATIONS IN CUBA 
FOR THE UNITED STATES. 


Treaty Giving Cuba the Isle of Pines 
Aiso Signed—Navy Depart- 
ment Plans. 


HAVANA, July 2.—The treaty between 
the United States and Cuba covering the 
naval and coaling station bases to be grant- 
ed to the United States, and the treaty 
placing the Isle of Pines wholly under 
Cuban sovereignty, were signed to-day at 
noon. 

The Isle of Pines treaty was signed last. 
While turning over the island to.the abso- 
lute sovereignty of Cuba, the treaty safe- 
guards the rights and privileges of the 
American residents on the island as though 
they were on American territory. 

There were practically no difficulties or 
delays in reaching an agreement on the 
subject of the Isle of Pines treaty, but the 


naval stations’ lease was the subject of 
long and tedious negotiations. 

The occupation of the naval and coaling 
stations will be perpetual, the rental price 
being purely nominal] and based on the cost 
of acquiring the stations and sites by the 
Cuban Government, the United States ad- 
yancing any money necessary for the pur- 
chase cf private lands at Guantanamo and 
Bahia Honda.

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BLAMES BULGARIA 
FOR FRONTIER TROUBLES 


Turkey Replies to Note About Its 


Military Dispositions. 


Report That Turks Count Upon Support 
from England and Germany in 
Upholding Their Attitude,

LONDON, July 3.—The Turkish Am- 
bassador at Vienna yesterday handed 
Minister of Foreign Affairs Goluchowski 
a note explaining the Turkish military 
dispositions near the Bulgarian frontier, 
The note was in explanation of the note 
sent to the powers by Bulgaria complain- 
ing that it was the intention of Turkey to 
commence war on Bulgaria. 

The prevailing official opinion is that 
the Austro-Russian alliance will suffice 
to prevent hostilites between Bulgaria 
and Turkey, but this view is several de- 
grees more optimistic than that which is 
entertained in diplomatic circles. 

The correspondent of The Times in 
Vienna says he is informed that some 
of the Turkish authorities entertain the 
singular delusion that England and Ger- 
many would like to see the Sultan end 
the Bulgarian peril by adopting active, 
aggressive measures against the princi- 
pality. With regard to England the ab- 
surdity of the view, he asserts, is per- 
fectly manifest, but in the case of Ger- 
many the idea may have been encour- 
aged by the strong tone uf some semi-of- 
ficial editorials, It is difficult to imagin: 
the correspondent goes on to say, what 
advantage Germany would reap by a 
conflict in the Balkans.

LONDON, July 8.—The Vienna corre- 
spondent of The Daily Telegraph says in 
well-informed circles in the Austrian capital 
the view is gaining ground that the out- 
break of a war between Turkey and Bul- 
garia is nearer than generally supposed.

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ANOTHER 5TH AVENUE GALLERY 


Modern Dutch, French, and Spanish 
Pictures at a New Art Shop. 


The new galle of Messrs. Fishel, Ad- 
ler & Schwartz at 3738 Fifth Avenue are 
finished, not, indeed, to the last point, but 
so far complete as to be open for inspec- 
tion. The entire building has been remade 
and a notable facade takes the place of the 
old brownstone front. The entrance is on 
the street level into a lofty room embrac- 
ing the former basement and first story. 
Through a tall passage with barrel vault- 
ing, the sides lined with marble facings and 
pillars, one sees the second gallery on @ 
slightly higher level. This is hung with a 
pale green figured paper and is designed 
for water colors and pastels. Beyond, and 
again slightly higher, {s a third room in 
crimson with stairs at the back leading to 
the fourth gallery, likewise clad in a rich 
red wall decoration. These inner galleries 
have sky windows which flood the pictures 
with daylight in the murkiest weather and 
bring out the most delicate shades of the 
oll paintings. The architect is Mr. Edward 
Neckarsulmer. 

Under the high gallery in the réar are 
the stables’ and storerooms of the shop, 
having am entrance from the side street, so 
that pictures can be taken in and out with 
the least interference with the main shop, 
where, as usual with art dealers, the prints 
and pictures in black and white are shown. 
Given the ordinary New York lot, the ar- 
rangement of this house is decidedly novel, 
and the interior, with its vista of galleries 
opening one, behind the other and gradually 
ascending, is decidedly pleasing. The archi- 
tect has treated the interior in a large yet 
sumptuous way, giving broad spaces for 
the eye to rest on. He has somewhat 
overdone the reds in the two inner gal- 
leries, however, which would be more rest- 
ful and better for the pictures there dis- 
played if a quieter tone or some neutral 
tint had been chosen, such as he has sup- 
pled in the water color gailery. 

The pictures are in place for the Summer, 
Among them a Dutch baby in a wicker 
cradle by Jacob Israels is noticeable; also, 
a little head by Ludwig Knaus, ‘“ The Love 
Letter’; an ideal face of the blonde Ba- 
varian type, by Gabriel Max, probably 
painted long ago, with a wild rose at the 
breast—let us call it ‘ Réslein auf der 
Heide.”” An Edouard Detaille dated 1874 
shows French infantrymen skirmishing on 
@ massive stairway that seems to lead to 
an open square. They are firing as they 
ascend the steps, and men in the windows 
above are joining in the fight. This is a 
g00d specimen of Detaille’s early work. 

Late French work is a graceful ‘ Pan- 
dora" by C, A. Lenoir, a young girl clad 
in one thin robe of white, carrying a golden 
box. Here is one of the sensuous women, 
halt Gypsy, half Spaniard, by Mlle, Juana 
Romani, and Henner is represented by one 
of his half-lengths of a young woman with 
bent dead-white complexion, red lips, 
soulful eyes shadowed by dusky hair, and 
one ‘Spot made by a red flower on her 
breast, Another Henner is a pay p me 
file of a girl in Alsatian headdress of dark 
blue, evidently a patriotic head, having 
reference to the lost provinces. 

Several pleasing bits of landscape with 
running water are by Fritz Thaulow, the 
most interesting a moonlight on a canal in 
a French or Flemish town, with the old ‘ow 
houses on both sides. A French Mag 
street lacks the crinkly water which is the 
earmark of Thauiow'’s work. A Daubigny 
is in the same case. It is not a river scane, 
but a French farm landscape with hay- 
stack and plowman. Boudin is represent- 
ed by an unpretentious littl view of a 
straggling town distributed on both banks 
of a creek or stream, across which runs a 
bridge. In the foreground on sandy soil 
the rowboats which are drawn up, each 
giving a separate note of color, indicate by 
their shape the nearness of salt water. 

There is a small “‘ Seated Oriental Senti- 
nel” by Bargue in one of these galleries 
which is notable for the ease and natural- 
ness of the pose, but lacks the high, For- 
tuny-like key of the brushwork we asso- 
ciate with this short-lived master. It is 
not finished in parts, but has a good deal 
of merit. Doubtless, had he lived, Bargue 
would have put his miniature touch to the 
Oriental face and added value to the pict- 
uresque garb, 

An early example of William Bouguereau 
dated 1872 shows an Italian girl in white 
chemise, dark-red overskirt, greenish-blue 
homespun skirt, and dull red and yellow 
flowers in her hair, leaning her arm on a 
tambourine as she sits pensive and alone. 
It is not so tight in painting as Bouguer- 
eau's later work. The pose is natural, sug- 
gesting fatigue, the expression that of an 
exile suffering from wostenee. The color 
scheme -is uncommonly soft and restful. 
Altogether this oo gives a much better 
impression of Bouguereau than his later 
symbolical figures. It really has feeling 
and charm, surprising as it may seem to 
find either charm or real feeling in this 
hard and self-conscious master’s work. 

There are several pleasing little interiors 
with sheep and poultry by Charles Jacque, 
and some nicely toned little townscapes by 
José Weiss. An old violin player by Jim- 
enez-Aranda is a delightful bit of realistic 
genre. He sits before an old green wains- 
cot in a tavern; his big white beaver is 
thrown to the stone floor, and on his head 
he wears a tall, soft, conical affair like a 
nightcap. He wears a dark gray coat, and 
liver-colored breeches. It is a bit painted 
with a good deal of pleasure by the Span- 
ish artist, 

The GérOme is not one of the old mas- 
ter’s happiest hits. A group of Orientals 
in colored turbans and robes issues from a 
mosque. On the left are veiled women 
squatting on the ground before baskets 
heaped with oranges. Two brown dogs are 
near them, Having no particularly inter- 
esting story to tell, Gér6éme’s hard brush- 
work and inability to feel colors with deli- 
cacy leave him here ina rather poor plight, 
One turns with relief to a little dish of 
still Hfe by Vollon, who may not have had 
the ability to tell much of a story in paint, 
but certainly understood the subtle lan- 

uage of color and how to ee textures 
na way to raise them into fine art. 

Ziem, Clays, Corot, and other painters are 
seen in these galleries to greater or less ad- 
vantage as the case may be. A pleasant 
half-hour can be spent in picking out the 
finer examples. Among the important art 
galleries on the stretch_of Fifth Avenue 
from Twenty-third to Forty-third Street 
those of Fishel, Adler & Schwartz will have 
to be considered hereafter. 


ART NOTES. 


Vhe Smith Memorial Gateway in Fair- 
mount Park, Philadelphia, is almost ready 
for unveiling. It is after designs by Mr. 
James M, Windrim, architect, and consists 
of two semicircular wings of white stone 
on opposite sides of a roadway, two pillars 
rising from the ends of the wings nearest 
the roadway being crowned by standing 
bronze figures of Gens. Meade and Reyn- 
olds, Each sweep to right and left is 
pierced by an arched entrance, supported 
on double columns, and the walls of these 
semicircular wings are diversified by 
niches for statues. 

A balustrade finishes the wings above the 
arches. In the spandrils to right and 
left of each arch are figures in high relief 
on both sides, making four to each arch- 
way and eight in all. They are supplied 
by Mr. J. Massey Rhind, and represent in 
female, winged, and draped forms, twelve 
fe@t high, the following themes: Victory 
and Army, Navy, and Peace; Strength and 
Fame, Heroism and Courage, facing each 
other In couples. The Smith Memorial is to 
cost half a million dollars, and provides 

laces for a good many more statues than 

t has at present. The names of military 
and naval men of National and local fame 
are writ large on the entablatures of the 
two sundered portions of the gateway:

A painting of the battle of North Point, 
near Baltimore, between American militia 
and the British forces on Sept. 12, 1814, 
just after the burning of the Capitol and 
White House at Washington, has been 
identified in the collection of Dr, Wallace 
Neff of Washington, It was painted by 
Thomas Ruckle, who took part in the de- 
fense of Baltimore, and was identified 
through an old lithograph which appeared 
in the sale of Dr, Crim’s pictures and bric- 
A-brac in Baltimore. The latter was pub- 
lished in 1831. As depicted by Ruckle, the 
hastily gathered troops under Gen. John 
Stricker are remarkable for the variety 
and colors of their uniforms, so that-the 
picture is a faithful record of the uni- 
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Fagers, American and Eagle Artillerists, 
Ste ner’s Artillery of Frederick, Md., Als- 
quith’s Sharpshooters, and other volun- 
teer and militia companies. One can read- 
ily imagine the dif ay of getting any 
serious campaign work from such a het- 
erogeneous mixture of bands whose only 
training, for the most part, had been a 
picnic once or twice a year. The best that 
could be expected of them was such a de- 
fense as stands to their credit in the battle 
of North Point. Had these States learned 
anything from the War of the Revolution, 
which was still recent history at the time, 
the British troops would never have re- 
joined their ships. It is a curious record of 
the invincible optimism of Americans a 
hundred years ago,-this picture by one of 
the volunteers of 1814.

In Boston Mr. Bela L. Pratt has finished 
the small models for three colossal groups 
to decorate the tower of the Electricity 
Building at the World’s Fair in St. Louis. 
“Light and Shadow,” to stand on the 
apex of the tower, consists of three figures. 
In the middie stands a nude goddess of 
light, holding above her head a cluster of 
electric lamps rayed like a star, which are 
to send a tremendous sheet of light across 
the Mississippi. On each side of the god- 


dess crouches a woman, her head con- 
cealed under clouds of drapery. On a lower 
level, at corners of the tower, come the 
other groups of three figures each. One 
represents Lightning, the other the Aurora 
Borealis. The former expresses by its fig- 
ures the terror with which human beings 
regard the effects of lightning; the lat- 
ter the surprise and awe produced on the 
mind by an illumination of the night sky. 


Ogawa Sanchi San is an artist who was 
graduated from the Imperial Academy of 
Fine Arts in Tokio, and now studies in the 
Chicago Art Institute. He is a specialist in 
flower composing, and is at work lillustrat- 
ing a book of Japanese fairy tales which 
is about to be published by a bookseller in 
Ohicago.

Treasure trove, according to the law of 
Great Britain and Ireland, is still the same 
as Rlackstone defined it, ‘* money, or coin, 
gold, silver, plate, or bullion found hidden 
in the earth, the owner thereof being un- 
known.” ‘The British Crown has won its 
sult against the British Museum to decide 
who is the legal owner of the gold ship and 
gold ornaments found in 1896 on the banks 
of Lough Foyle. The museum paid $3,000 
for these ancient objects. It is probable 
that the Crown will give them in custody 
to the Royal Irish Academy for permanent 
exhibition. Whether suit will now be en- 
tered by the Trustees of the British Mu- 
seum to recover $8,000 from the Fellow of 
the Royal Irish Academy who sold them 
remains to be seen. He bought them from 
a jeweler in Belfast, and the latter from 
the farmer on whose land they were found.

A monument to soldiers and sailors de- 
signed by Rudolf Schwarz of Indianapolis 
has been dedicated at South Bend, Ind, It 
is a square shaft or obelisk crowned by a 
fourteen-foot figure of a standard bearer 
in bronze. The shaft has a florid decorated 
cap, compartments formed by Bands run- 
ning round its circumference, and a lower 
section a good deal ornamented with va- 
rious rims, ridges, garlands, and other 
carved decorations. It rests on a base with 
projecting. piers at the four corners. On 
these corners stand four bronze figures of 
a cavaliryman, artillerist, infantryman, and 
sailor, The whole is 72 feet high and is 
of granite.

Near Metz the cutting for a suburban 
railway has laid bare four monuments and 
sixty gravestones with inscriptions belong- 
ing to the period of Rome’s control of 
Gaul. No less than three stones have 
caryed on them the figure of Epona, the 
old Italian goddess who presided over 
stables and was often depicted riding a 
horse; a fourth shows a seated figure of 
Plenty, with apples on her lap. A grave- 
stone carved with a flower, on which sits 
an owl, has the words “D. M. Jun. Cur- 
millae,’’ and another the name “ Catellini 
Capras.’’ The name of the horse goddess 
is supposed to be derived from an old 
variant, Epus, on the Latin word Equus, 
a@ parallel to the Greek word Hippos, 
hcrse.

A statue of Charles Garnier, architect of 
the Grand Opera House in Paris, was un- 
veiled at the recent opening of the museum 
of the Opera.

COMMENDS CITY PARKS. 


F. W. Kelsey Says Reports of Early De- 
cay of Central Park Were Mis- 
leading and Erroneous. 


Frederick W. Kelsey, ex-Park Commis- 
sioner of Essex County, N. J., and a mem- 
ber of the Committee on Parks of the Mu- 
nicipal Art Society, had this to say yes- 
terday regarding the condition of the parks 
in Greater New York: 

“The people of Greater New York who 
have not recently looked through the 
parks, especially those in the Manhattan 
and Brooklyn Boroughs, can have little ap- 
preciation of the present beauty and at- 
tractiong of these places of recreation and 
their excellent condition at this time. 

“The sensational reports given out last 
season regarding the early decay of Central 


Park were as misleading and erroneous as 
they were absurd and uncalled for. How 
any one making a profession of landscape 
architecture, and an official of the Park 
Department at that, could have been ac- 
credited with the authorship and authority 
for those alarming predictions, is to the 
average layman quite unaccountable. The 
present appearance of the parks is a com- 
plete vindication of the report of the able 
and competent experts who were later em- 
ployét by the Park Board to investigate 
the ‘\wo-feet deep interment process’ 
that had been recommended for restoring 
the decaying tendency in Central Park. 
Even a casual examination should have 
been sufficient to warrant the experts in 
completely ignoring, as they did in their 
report, the nonsensical recommendations 
mentioned, It is doubtful if the trees, 
shrub groupings, and lawns were ever more 
beautiful or generally in better condition 
than now. 

** Central Park, as are all the other parks 
of the city, is improving with age. The 
specimen plane trees, maples, elms, lindens, 
horse chestnuts, beeches, oaks, and other 
varieties, instead of showing decay, are in 
the prime of normal and vigorous develop- 
ment, and will continue to grow in attract- 
iveness for many years to come.

Bennett International Automobile Racing

No news had been received here 
at the headquarters for the face to-night 
of any one being injured, except one of the 
Members of the English team, Jarrott, 
and his chauffeur. Jarrott had a miracu- 
lous escape from death, and now lies with 
a broken collarbone and a badly bruised 
body. His chauffeur also has a fractured 
collarbone, besides a broken leg. Both 
however, are doing well. The accident 
occurred through the steering gear of the 
favorite English car getting out of order 
when going at full speed. Instead of turn- 
ing a corner the automobile re® straight 
into the bank at the side of the road, and 
was smashed clean in two. How the occu- 
pants escaped death is more than they 
themselves can explain. Stocks, another 
Englishman, had his car disabled through 
the same cause, but was not hurt, and 
Edge, the holder of the cup, came in long 
after the race was officially declared over.

He is not 
only, in a general way, One of the engi- 
neers who have dohe most to mitigate 
the discredit brought upon their profes- 
sion by. what must‘ be owned to be its 
habitual ineptitude, at least in this coun- 
try, to the handling of architéctural 
problems.. Eminently he has done that in 
his design for the North River Bridge, 
made when he was a private engineer. 
Equally he has done it in his revision of 
the actual designs fot bridges across the 
East River, in every one of which re- 
visions it is evident that architectural 
Considerations, that considerations of 
appearance and dignity, have played an 
important part, 

Our esteemed evening contemporary, 
even when “ sparring for wind” in search 
of an opinion about the semi-official plan 
for the expansion of City Hall Park, and 
the bordering of it with worthy edifices, 
should really not have intimated that 
Mr. LINDENTHAL’s plan is without expert 
architectural authority. His own archi- 
tectural authority is as grdat as that of 
any member of his profession. If we did 
not remember the works of Mr. BoLLer 
in architectural engineering, we should 
say that it was @reater, but also, In this 
costly and grandiose municipal project, 
Commissioner LINDENTHAL has the back- 
ing of persons whom it were even more 
obviously absufd to describe as archi- 
tectural amateurs than to describe Mr. 
LINDENTHAL himself as an architectural 
amateur. His project is associated with 
the name of Mr. HORNBOSTEL, as associ- 
ated architect, and with the name of Mr. 
Post, as Consulting architect. These are 
names adapted to paralyze those who do 
not know, and to impress-those who do 
know. In spite of them, we venture the 
opinion, not for the first time, that the 
true interests of the city require, in the 
first place, the execution oi the original 
plan of the late J, R. Tuomas. Mr. 
THOMAS used to chuckle over the adop- 
tion of his plan for the Hall of Records, 
saying, in his professional way, that it 
implied “‘ten million dollars’ worth of 
work.” So, in fact, it did. The supplant- 
ing of the Stewart Building, on the cor- 
ner of Broadway, and of the building in- 
termediate between that and the new 
Hall of Records, was’ “manifest des- 
tiny,”’ as also that the two newer build- 
ings should, in general, follow the design 
of the new Hall of Records, now ap- 
proaching completion.

In his explanation Mr, LirravEeR makes 
this statement, which is the gist and 
substance of his defense: 

I again reiterate that in none of our 
transactions with LYon had we any other 
interest, direct or Indirect, except that of 
manufacturers selling goods directly to him.

We named or 
price to him, he accepted the contract from 
the Government at whatever price he de- 
sired to name, we sold and billed our goods 
to him, and received our pay from him and 
gave him credit for the goods billed him 
until paid.

LITTAUER, in which he figures out the 
cost of gloves, states the profit which his 
firm expects, and makes it clear that 
LirTaugrR BROTHERS were not selling 
gloves to Lyow at a fixed price,.but ex- 
pected to divide profits with him on 
sales to the Government. 
Mr. Lirtaver writes: ‘“ Divide profit 
over this figure, $1.55." One of the doc- 
uments submitted in evidence is a letter 
in the handwriting of Representative 
LITTAVER upon the stationery of the 
Committee on Manufactures, written to 


Mr. E. R. Lyon on Jan. 25, 1900, in 
which he states the cost of manhufactur-

gauntlets,” His firm was directly inter- 
ested in obtaining a high price for the 
gloves sold to the War Department. We 
must add that it will be the general 
judgment that it was an unlawful inter- 
est, The Revised Statutes, Section 3,730, 
are our warrant for that opinion: 


No member of or delegate to Congress 
shall directly or indirectly, himself, or by 
any other person in trust for him, or for 
his use or benefit, or on his account, under- 
take, execute, hold, or enjoy, in whole or in 
part, any contract or agreement made or 
entered into in behalf of the United States, 
or by any officer or person authorized to 
make contracts on behalf of the United 
States. Every person who violates this 
section shall be deemed guilty of a mis- 
demeanor, and shall be fined $3,000. 

If Congressman’! Lirraver’s statement 
must be held to exculpate him, then no 
Congressman could under this statute 
ever be brought before the House to an- 
swer charges of having an interest in 


Government contracts in violation of law. 


TETANUS, ANTITOXIN, AND FIRE- 
WORKS. 

To-day a large volume of tardy Fourth 
of July purchases will be made by fond 
parents. It is perhaps not too late to ad- 
vise those who are about to honor the 
requisitions of the children in the mat- 
ter of provision for celebrating the Na- 
tional birthday by creating “ a loud noise 
and a bad smell,” or who have already 
done so, to make a small purchase on 
their own account which may come in 
handy before the day is over. The State 
Board of Health has given notice that it 
has effected a general distribution of 
tetanus antitoxin for the treatment of 
the victims of gunshot wounds and skin 
abrasions caused by the lcdgment of par- 
ticles of fulminate in or under the cuti- 
ele. A bottle of this preparation in the 
house would conduce to peace of mind on 
the part of those who are attached to 
their children. When the doctor is called 
it may save a good deal of valuable time 
if he finds a supply of it on hand. 

Dr. H. G. Writs, in a communication 
to American Medicine, ventures the opine 
ion that every case of wound due to a 
blank cartridge, however slight, should 
be considered dangerous and treated 
from the start as if it were positively 
known that tetanus bacilli were at the 
bottom of the wound. It should be sur- 
gically cleansed and all contused tissue, 
as Well as foreign bodies, should be re- 


|} moved. Its entire surface should be cau- 


terized, preferably with the actual cau- 
tery, and it should then be packed in 
such a manner that no dead tissue can 
form in pockets, and that healing may 
take place from the bottom. The use of 
the tetanus antitoxin is recommended, 
and the physician who decides that this 
is unnecessary takes large chances of 
having tetanus to deal with as soon as it 
can develop: 

Of course, it would be much better to 
guard children and fools against danger 
by cutting off the supply of noise-mak- 
ing explosives, but that is expecting too 
much. Perhups the most the average 
parent can do to safeguard his family 
circle is to skirmish around to-day for a 
supply of tetanus antitoxin and keep it 
handy until cailed fer. It is not very ex- 
pensive, and enough to go ‘round would 
be a good investment. 


YACHTS AND RACING MACHINES. 

Sir THOMAS LIPTON is reported to have 
declared that, if he should fail in his 
present effort to “ lift the cup,” he would 
come after it next time with a schooner.

A WILLING DEPENDENT. 

The kind words we were moved to 
write when the rains descended and the 
floods came upon the Kaw Valley and 
the people of Kansas appealed to their 
neighbors for immediate help in reliev- 
ing the suffering and destitute do not 
seem to have been warranted by subse- 
quent happenings. Among other things 
we expressed the belief that Kansas 
would not for a moment be willing to 
look to others for anything she could do 
or provide for her own people, and that 
as soon as the agencies of self-help could 
be set in motion they would be found 
equal to any demand which might be 
made upon them. 

Gov. BaiLexy seems to have had as 
good an opinion of fhe people of his own 
State as it gave us pleasure to express, 
As soon as possible he ¢alled an extra 
session of the Legislature to consider 
the situation and devise means for re- 
lMeving the suffering in the flooded dis- 
trict. It was expected that; the Legis- 
lature would make an emergency appro- 
priation of at least $300,000. It passed a 
few local bills, authorizing counties to 
issue bonds to rebuild bridges, appro- 
priated $12,090 to cover mileage and per 
diem expenses of the members, and ad- 
journed, having done nothing to meet the 
necessities of the 10,000 people rendered 
homeless by the inundation and left with 
nothing but the clothes they were wear- 
ing. 

Commént on this inciderit would seem 
almost unnecessary. Kansas is and al- 
ways was a freak State. It claims to 
raise more cranks and impossible people 
generally to the acre than any other 
State in the Union, and the Claim is not 
disputed, It may be counted on to do the 
unexpected whenever opportunity is of- 
fered. When flood, or drought, or grass- 
hoppers, make it agalh necessary to 
“pass the hat,” it is t6é be hoped that 
the satisfaction its legislators now de- 
rive from the economy of willing depend- 
ence upon outside help in case of need 
will not be remembered to the disadvan- 
jage of its people.

TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


——Comments curiously like our own in 
substance, though going much more into 
detall, are made by The Ithaca Journal on 
the letter signed “ Justicia,’ recently print- 
ed in Tue Tres, which ascribed Cornell’s 
rowing prowess to the alleged fact that her 
crews are composed of boys whose muscles 
have been hardehed by manual labor, and 
explained thé flocking together of Yale and 
Harvard as the result of a disinclination to 
race with competitors of a different élass. 
As to the first of these points The Journal 
says: ‘Cornell is fortunate in having 
many self-supporting students. It has its 
share of poor boys who have worked their 
way into the university and are working 
their way through it. Among them are 
some who have done and are doing manual 
labor. But it is a well-known fact that 
such men rarely go into athletics, particu- 
larly into rowing. They cannot spare the 
time. They must study when they are not 
laboring, and Cornell does-not offer pe- 
cunlary inducements for students to go into 
athletics.” In considering the question of 
“class” The Journal characterizes our 
correspondent with somewhat unnecessary 
vehemence of epithet, but it is just enough 
to proclaim the belief that snobbishness is 
not characteristic of any collegiate body 
as a whole. ‘‘ The chances are godd,"’ it 
says, ‘“‘that Yale, at least; has as many 
laboring students as has Cornell, and that 
as large a percentage get on the crew. It 
is also certain that the Cornell eight is in 
quite the same class, socially and finan- 
cially, as is the Yale eight. We don’t know 
about Harvard. Possibly it is true that her 
poor rowing is due to the influence of the 
‘smart set.’’’ This contfoversy has now 
departed far from the original issue, which 
was as to the peculiar ability of Mr. Courr- 
NEY as a trainer of oarsmen, but it contin- 


ues to be interesting. 


——Of course! The suit of the New Ha- 
ven Road against the Port Chester Blec- 
tric Railway, having delayed the beginning 
of work on the proposed line for many 
months, was brushed aside a few days ago 
by the Court of Appeals, and credulous 
cptimists in the trans-Harlem regions pro- 
ceeded to indulge in rejoicings over what 
they thought was the prospect of an al- 
most immediate improvement in suburban 
transportation facilities. Now, however, 


the Appellate Division at Albany grants a 


new injunction at the request of the New 
York City and Westchester Railway Com- 
pany, on grounds not touched by the previous 
case, and everything ‘s up in the air again, 
with nothing to inspire hope except a vague 
promise that there will be arguments on

Permit me through your paper to express 
my unqualified approval of the pfoposed 
connection of the Rapid Transit Subway 
Company with the Manhattan Elevated .at 
‘the junction of Westchester and Third 
Avenues, in the Borough of the Bronx. 
The advantage of this connection is one of 
the greatest transit facilities that has ap- 
peared in the Bronx for many a@ day. To- 
day you have no rapid transit connection 
on the east side of the Brox Park, and it 
costs at the present time 10 cents by trolley 
from Manhattén Borough and 8 cents by 
elevated and trolley. 

Many a poor family in Manhattan Bor- 
ough with a large family of children would 
like to spend a day’s outing in the park 
and see the menagerie, but they can itl 
afford to pay 10 cents for the ride, and 
another advantage hag been overlooked, 
and that is you can ride either on the ele- 
vated or rapid transit for one fare; as there 
will be fewer stations on the rapid transit 
than on the elevated, and if a person de- 
sires to go to Harlem from this section, he 
will have the advantage of the elevated,

PLATT WOULD NAME BRUCE. 


Offer of Republican County Committee 
Presidency Under Consideration. 


M. Linn Bruce will be made the Presi- 
dent of the Republican County Committee 
at its next meeting on July 16, If he will 
accept the post. This statement was made 
in unqualified terms yesterday by Senator 
Thomas C. Platt and admitted by Mr. 
Bruce, who was in conference with the 
Senator during the afternoon, leaving town 
in/thé evening for Andes, N. Y., where he 
will remain uitil the first of next week. 
It was after the meeting between Mr. 
Bruce and the Senator at the latter's of- 
fice, 49 Broadway, that the statement con- 
cerning the Chairman was-given out by the 
Senator, 

“I told Mr. Bruce that I wanted him to 
take the Presidency of the County Com- 
mittee,"’ said the Senator, “‘and that he 
would be very satisfactory to President 
Roosevelt and to Gov. Odell as well. Dur- 
ing our talk I showed him several! letters 
that had been received from Republicans 
of prominence, asking for his selection, and 
then I asked him squarely if he would ac- 
cept the position. Mr. Bruce told me that 
he had not given the matter due considera- 
tion, but that he would let mé know in a 
few days, as soon as he returns from West- 
ern New York. He is a good organization 
man, and his selection would effect perfect 
harmony in the ry og pe ranks, so I am 
earnestly in hope he will accept. President 
Roosevelt and Gov. Odell both would be 
pleased with the selection, and that seems 
to_be the generai opinion, too.’’ 

In spite of the Senator’s statement that 
both President Roosevelt and Goy. Odell 
want Mr. Bruce, many Republicans last 
night were skeptical on that score. It is 
pretty generally known that Gov. Odell has 
wanted Capt. Norton Goddard from the 
first, and many believe that President

When Mr. Bruce was seen in the after- 
noon at his law office, at 18 Wall Street, 
he said he tould not say yet what his ac- 
tion would be. 

“The invitation to take the Presidency of 
the County Committee,” he said, ‘‘ coming 
as it did, Is a compliment which I appre- 
ciatel However, I am not sure that my po- 
litical experience qualifies me for the place, 
even. should the committee see fit to select 
me. I will let my decision be known on my 
réturn to the city next week.” 

Mr. Bruce is a native of Delaware Coun- 
ty, but came to this city several years ago, 
and now lives in the Twenty-first Assem- 
bly District, where Abraham Gruber is the 
organization leader. Mr. Gruber is sup- 
porting Mr. Bruce for the Presidency, and 
calls attention to the fact that he never 
mae Seen identified with any faction of thé 
party. 


WOULD END LABOR TROUBLES. 


Direct Legislation Conference Frames 
Union Appeal to Gov. Odell. 


The Direct Legislation Conference held 
a meeting in Central Hall, 147 West Thirty- 
second Street, last evening and passed a 
resolution asking Gav. Odell to ¢all a spe- 
cial session of the Legislature to enact 
laws that will make possible the settlement 
of the existing labor troubles in New York 
City and to prevent the recurrencé of such 
difficulties between employers and eni- 
ployes. 

This resolution will be sent to each of 


the 700 labor organizations in the city, and 
they will be asked to approve it, If a ma- 
jority do, the resolution will be sent to the 
Governor, Members of the Conference said 
that if the Governor ignored their appeal 
it would be the duty of the laboring men 
to get together and organize a party of 
their own, a party that would be founded 
on the Conference’s platform of the initia- 
tive and referendum, and then the people 
could make their own laws. 

Two other courses were suggested in the 
consideration of a means of settling the 
labor disputes in New York. One was to 
ask the Governor to appoint an Arbitration 
Committee. The other was that President 
Roosevelt be asked to take the same action 
he did at the time of the anthracite coal

Mr, Morison has served the Government 
fs many important occasions and in his 
private capacity wag considered a leading 
railroad expert and received many impor- 
tant commissions in regard to the locating 
of railway lines and designing of yards 
and terminals. He has made a close study 
of the conditions, relations, and earning 
‘capacity of the leading railroad systems 
of the country. He was an extensive con- 
tributor to the technical periodicals on 
subjects connected with his profession. 

Mr. Morison was born in New Bedford, 
Mass., Dee. 19, 1842, and was a descendant 
of John Morison, who came from Aberdeen 
Coenty, Scotland, in 1710 and settled in 
Peterborough, N. H., where Mr. Morifon 
still maintained a Summer home, to which 
be wee Planning to go when he was 


stricken. 

Mr. Morison was graduated from Harvard 
in 1863 and from the Harvard Law School 
in 1866, being admitted to the bar In this 
city, although he never practiced, His first 
employment as;a@ civil engineer was as an 
assistant to Cefeve Chanute in the building 
of a bridge acros the Missouri River at 
Kansas City in 1867. 

He remained in Kansas City until 1871, 
when he went to Detroit as chief engineer 
of the Detroit, Eel. River and Lllinois Rail- 
road. He then e first assistant en- 
pines of the Erie Railroad, which post 

e held from April, 1873, to November, 
1875, and during his incumbency he re- 
built the road's celebrated viaduct across 
the Genesee River. 

He then came to this city, where he as- 
sociated himself with 8. C. Ward Ga. T. 
Ward, American egents for Baring Broth- 
ers & Co., of London, whose interests he 
represented as a Director of the St. Louis, 
Iron Mountain and Southern Railroad, the. 
Eastern Railroad of Massachusetts, the 
Maine Central Rallroad, and the Ohio and 
Mississippi Railway, and from 1875 to 1880 
was a member of the firm of Morison 
Fields & Co., bridge builders. He removed 
te Chicago in 1887, where he became a part- 
ner with Elmer L. Corthell, and made a 
trip around the world. 

President Cleveland, in 1894, made him a 
member of the Board of Dngineers*to re- 
port on the greatest practicable length of 
span for the proposed Hudson River Bridge. 

he next year he served on a Board of 
coneu Sen Engineers, pepotnted to report 
on New York docks, and the next, by Presi- 
dential ye also, on a board to 
locate a deep-water harbor Southern 
California. He was appointed o the Isth- 
mian Canal Commission by President Mc- 
Kinley in 1898. 

Among the scientific and social organiza- 
tions in which Mr. Morison held member- 
ship were the American Society of Civil 
sngineses, of which he was President in 
1 ; the American Institute of Mining En- 

neers, the American Society of Mechan- 
cal Engineers, the Western Society of 
Chicago, the London Institute of Civil En- 
gineers, the Mexican Society of Engineers 
and Architects. He was.also an Associate 
Fellow of the American Academy of Arts 
and Sciences and of the American Academy 
for the Advancement of Science, 

He lived at the tg 8 Club, but was 
also a member of the Union, Engineers’, 
and Down-Town Clubs of this city, of the 
Union Club of Boston, and the Chicago Club 
of Chicago. 

He leaves a brother, Prof. Morison, libra- 
rian of the Harvard University Divinity 
School, and a sister, Mary Morison of Bos-

State Heaith Department Report Shows 
Falling Off in Mortality Due to 
Luhg Diseases. 


ALBANY, WN.) ¥., July 2.—The monthly 
bulletin of the State Health Department 
issued to-ddy shows a marked decrease in 
the State death rate during May, as com- 
Pp with April, the average falling from, 
16.8 to 16.1, or a dally average saving of 
18 deaths. The saving has been in all 
diseases of the respiratory organs, includ- 
ing consumption; in deaths reported from 
old age and enfeebled conditions. Pneu- 
monia caused 1,084 deaths, a daily average 
of 83 deaths, against 40 in the first three 
months of the year. 

Consumption is a little below the average 
for the month. Bright's disease caused 500 
deaths. Grip probably caused 1,000 deaths, 
or 200 less than in April. Smallpox caused 
8 deaths, all in Rochester; but no new cases 


have been reported from there since May 25. 
Recently reported cases have been from 
towns in Delaware and Chautauqua Coun- 
ties, m Falls, and Malone, 
franklin. ‘There was one in Freeport, L. L; 
one at Cohoes and one at Mechanicsville; 
one at Friendship, Alleghany County, that 
of a victim who escaped from quarantine in 
Pennsylvania, and one at Windsor, Broome 
County. At Elmira and Dansville were 
cases originating from recently detected 
outbreaks in towns in Livingstone County, 
where the disease has made -considerable 
headway.

Some of the “Seeing New York” vis- 
ftors to the Stock Exchange yesterday 
thought it resembled the ante-room of 
the Eden Musée, where they could not 
tell whether or not the figures were 
alive; some of their facetious compan- 
jons, wishing to show their familiarity 
with Wall Street events, went a step 
further and exchanged guesses as to 
which of the brokers reflected from their 
haggard expressions the payment of 
$80,000 for seats at a table spread with 
such scanty fare in the way of busi- 
ness. It will be gathered—since no 
jokes upon serious subjects are ad- 
mitted here—that there was little 
Seriousness about yesterday’s mar- 
ket, certainly not enough to hang 2 
moral upon. To be sure, prices were 
heavy, but it would be @ mistake to take 
a serious view of that fact when it re- 
flected almost nothing beyond swapping 
of contracts by those able to snatch a 
fleeting eighth. London selfing, of meagre 
dimensions, started the selling, and there 
Was no disposition to buy upon the eve 
of a holiday. Hence prices sagged away 
“about a point, An exceptional fall for 
something like a good reason was 644 for 
Hocking Valley. As a minority stock, 
with a small dividend of uncertain fu- 
ture, its market critics seem to think it 
rather high. But even this view, it will 
be remarked, reflected no fear regarding 
the property’s condition or earning .ca- 
pacity. It is its market position, not its 
Walue, which is reflected in its falling 

| price, and in mgst others. Brooklyn Rap- 
id Transit made a poor response to at- 
tempts to advance it upon rumors re- 
garding earnings not officially reported. 
Missouri Pacific ex-dividend lost 1%. 
Rock Island and Union Pacific each lost 
1%. Neither in the tone of the dealings 
nor-in the news was there anything to 
cause anxiety about recovery of lost 
ground whenever the public, which was 
conspicuous by its absence yesterday, is 
in buying mood, other conditions remain- 
ing as at present. 

It is a mere coincidence that St. Louis 
reports the first demands for money for 
crop-moving purposes in the same week 
that the forecast shows a reversal in the 
recent gains of money by the banks.

ITY HALL PARK PLANS 


se Big Improvement Scheme Indorsed 
by Many Officials. 


Developments Point Toward Prompt Ac- 
tion on $50,000,000 Proposition — 
Larger Court House Wanted. 


’ Developments yesterday pointed strongly 
toward favprable action by the City Gov- 
ernment onthe big $50,000,000 improvement 
plans proposed the day before to the Board 
of Estimate and.Apportionment by Bridge 
Commissioner Gustav Lindenthal.~ Al- 
though it is hardly likely that any of the 
work in: question will be authorized before 
September, there is a strong feeling among 
the city officials, regardless of political af- 
filiations, that the time is ripe for the 
city to undertake the improvement of the 
vicinity of City Hall Park on a #roper 
scale and to provide once and for all time 
for the adequate housing of the depart- 
ments. 

Modifications to the Hornbostel plans, 
however, are being suggested already. 
Justices Truax and Scott of the Supreme 
Court made it known to the Mayor for the 
first time that they and their associates 
on the Supreme Court bénch in this County 
desire the erection of a Court®House eight 
times the size of a present structure in 
the park. 

This has drawn attention to the feature 
of the Hornbostel plans which tentatively 
places the new Court House on the north 
side of Chambers Street next to the new 

* Hall of Records. This building, according 
to the ideas submitted by Commissioner 
Lindenthal, would be placed in the middle 
of the block between the Hall of Records 
and the Broadway corner where, on the 
site of the present Stewart Building, it is 
proposed to construct the City Administra- 
tion Building. All three of these buildings 
on the north side of Chambers Street, it 
is outlined, will be of a like height, that 
of the present Hall of Records. This 
height, the Judges believe, will be abso- 


lIutely inadequate for the needs of the 
courts and it now is being considered 
whether the general architectural plan will 
not ‘permit ot the construction of the cen- 
tre building to a height much greater than 
that of the Hall ot Records and of the 
proposed Administration building. 

The. Judges are pointing out strongly that 
they regard it as a waste of the city’s 
money if the structure to be erected is not 
of surficient size to fully accommodate the 
law business of a city of five millions of 
people. 

As for the general outline of the gigantic 
improvement plans all of the officiais prac- 
tically agree that the time is at hand 
to authorize the construction of the great 
bridge terminal with its department office 
building adjunct, even to the great Cam- 
panile effect secured by the forty-five story 
tower to be constructed on the north side 
of Chambers Street and connected with the 
bridge terminal by a great stone bridge. 

The Board of Estimate has designated 
Mayor Low, Controller' Grout, Borough 
President Cantor and President Fornes of 
the Board of Aldermen as a sub-committee 
to takt charge of the Hornboste] plans 
and go over them in all their respects and 
— a report to the full board at a future 

ate. 

Accorfing to the generally expressed 
opinions of city officials yesterday this 
$10,500,000 for the bridge terminal and the 
Campanile is regarded now as the next 
thing to an accomplished fact. 


REMOVED ENGHEER NICHOLS. 


Aldermen Resent Commissioner Linden- 
thal’s Agtion Affecting His 
Assistant. 


Declarations on the part of members of 
the Finance Committee of the Board of Al- 
dermen yesterday indicated that a war of 
reprisal will be declared at once by the 
board against Bridge Commissioner Gustav 
Lindenthal for his removal of Othniel F. 
Nichols as an assistant engineer in his de- 
partment, assigned to the Williamsburg 
Bridge. 

Mr. Nichols’s removal from office became 
known in the morning through the regula- 
tion notice in The City Record, and the 
members of the Finance Committee, who 
had invited Mr. Nichols to appear before 
the body two weeks ago, when the hearing 
on the Manhattan Bridge question was up, 
Were most emphatic in their denunciations 
of Mr. Lindenthal’s action. It was for at- 
tending this hearing and placing himself in 
opposition to the Lindenthal idea for an 
éye-bar cable bridge that Mr. Nichols, ad- 
mittedly, was removed. 

Aldermen McCall and Sullivan, the for- 
mer the Chairman of the Finance Commit- 
tee, were strong in their condemnation of 
the action of the Commissioner. 

At the office of the Bridge Commissioner 

yesterday information at first was refused, 
but later the Commissioner said that the 
cause of the removal was that he “had 
found Nichols guilty of insubordination and 
absence from duty without leave.’’ Nich- 
ols, be said, had absented himself from his 
duties. to attend the hearing before the 
Finance Committee, and his insubordina- 
tion consisted. of criticism of the bridge 
plans prepared by the Commissioner. 
* It -was strengly indicated yesterday that 
the Aldermen will do everything in their 
power to hold up the $6,533,000 appropria- 
tion desired by the Commissioner to proceed 
with the Manhattan Bridge and to block 
his plans in other ways. 

Mr. Nichols came into the city service on 
Feb. 1, 1896, being appointed by the old 
East.River Bridge Commission. Under the 
mew charter the work of the old commis- 
sion was taken over by the Bridge Depart- 
ment, and Mr. Nichols was retained. His 
salary originally was $6,000, but was cut 
to $4,000 by Commissioner Lindenthal,: who 
assigned him to the construction of the 
Williamsburg Bridge. 


PAINTER KILLED BY FALL. 


He and a Companion Were Hurled from 
a Scaffoid in Barclay Street. 


Pedestrians on Barclay Street yesterday 
morning saw a rope on a sca:ifold. break 
and one of the two occupants of the seaf- 
fold instantly killed. 

The scaffold was hanging at the third 
floor of the building at 11 Barclay Street. 
When one of the supporting ropes broke 
the two painters clung to the scaffold until 


as it swung down it ctruck a fire escape, 
shaking them off. 

One of the men was killed instantly by 
the fall, while the other, Stanislcus Sarfau, 
was taken to the Hudson Street Hospital, 
where it was said his condition was not 
serious. The dead mat is believed to be 
Florindo Cordoni, although no one ap- 
peared to identify him. Coroner Brown 
said that the ro which parted had not 
been properly spliced. 


FEWER DEATHS, MORE BIRTHS. 


Statistics for Six Months Show 
Healthier Conditions. 


Vital statistics for the first half of the 
current year were made public yesterday 
by Dr. Lederle, President of the Board of 
Health. 

For the first six months of 1908, 34,855 
deaths were reported, indicating a death 
rate of 13.67 per 1,000 of inhabitants, as 
against 35,491 deaths in the like period of 
1002, or a rate of 19.54 per 1,000. 

The births reported numbered 46,408, 
against 40,392 for the first half of 1902. 
This marked increase, Dr. Lederle said, 
was due in part to the increase of popula- 
tion, but more probably to the more care- 
-ful reportin of births which has been 
strictly required.

CRAZED BY THE “THIRD RAIL.” 


Man Was Made Temporarily Insane by 
Powerful Electric Shock. 


Walter Satchel, a conductor on the 
Brooklyn Elevated Railroad, was tempora- 
rily crazed by an electric shock he received 
early yesterday morning, when he acci- 
dentally fell upon the “ third rail.” 

Satchel, who lives at 989 Decatur Street, 
was crossing the tracks at the Van Sicklen 
Avenue Station, “in East New York, when 


he tripped and fell. He bounded into the 
air instantly with a wild yell. 

Several railroad men ran to his side, but 
he glared at them.wildly and ep them 
off. It required four men to hold him, and 
he kept up the struggle while he was mers 
removed to the Bradford Street Hospital. 
Satchel recovered himself after reaching 
the hospital and became quiet. 

The doctors found he had not been in- 
jured except from the shock. ; 


JUSTICE MAYER AIDS GIRLS. 


Has Parents of Overladen Children Re- 
buked in Court. 


Two little Italian girls, who were labori- 
ously carrying big bundles of wood on 
their heads through Franklin Street yes- 
terday, found an unexpected friend and 
protector in Justice Julius Mayer of the 
Court of Special Sessions. 

Justice Mayer saw them while on his way 
to court. One was eleven years ‘old, the 
other eight. Both were evidently dis- 
tressed hy the weight of their burdens. 


Both were emaciated and were forced to 
rest every f@w moments. 

Justice Mayer had the girls taken into 
custody and called messenger boys, who 
carried their bundles to the Criminal Courts 
Building. The children Were placed in the 
charge of Agent Long of the Children's 
Society, and a policeman was sent to 8 
Franklin Street to arrest the parents. 

These were later arraigned before Magis- 
trat Flammer, in the Tombs Court, 
Justice Mayer appeared as complainant. On 
his recommendation Magistrate Flammer 
severely rebuked the parents and told them 
that if they ever were brought to court on 
a similar charge they would be sent to 
prison. The little girls were Annie Lutzara 
and Lena Lacosti. 


REFEREE TO HEAR BOLTE CASE. 





Appellate Division Dismisses the Koch 
Estate Charge. 


Charges upon which,the removal of Mu- 
nicipal Court Justice Herman Bolte is 
sought came before the Appellate Division 
of the Supreme Court yesterday, with Jus- 
tice Patterson presiding, when it was de- 
cided that one should be dismissed and that 
testimony on the others should be taken 
before a referee to be appointed. Justice 
Belte is freed from the accusation of dis- 
honesty as executor of the Koch estate be- 
fore his election to the bench. According 
to Maurice B. Blumenthal of his counsel 
this matter was settled long ago in a man- 
ner to fully establish Justice Bolte’s integ- 
rity. 

Charges that he will have to face are that 
he has moved out of his district and taken 
up his home at White Plains; that he has 
been guilty of opening court half an hour 
late on ten different occasions; that on 
about six occasions he failed to hold court 
upon Wednesday of each week; that in five 
or six instances he improperly granted ad- 
journments, and that he has permitted non- 
residents of the district to bring suit in his 
court. The charges followed an investiga- 
tion instigated by the East Side Civie Club, 
and were made by District Attorney 
Jerome, who was represented yesterday by 
Assistant District Attorney Gans. 

Henry M, Goldfogle aiso ayp;¢ured for 
Justice Bolte and mxintained that the 
charges were insufficient to justify re- 
moval, and said it was noc proper that a 
judicial officer should be subjected to such 
an investigation upon mere unverified 
charges. Mr. Blumencial opposea the ap- 
pointment of a referes, saving that 
client was entitled to have the tase heard 
by the court itself instead of by a referee. 
Justice Patterson said that the argument 
upon the sufficiency of the charges would 
hardly be in order until after the evidence 
had been taken, and said tha. the only 
question before the court was whether the 
charges should be investigated. Justice 
Hate 
the case was similar to disbarment cases 
against lawyers whick are customarily 
turned over to referees. 





Excited Passengers Leap from Burning 
Cars to Platforms During Blaze 
on Brooklyn Line. 


Much excitement prevailed among the 
passengers on a crowded elevated railroad 
train in Williamsburg shortly after 6 o'clock 
last evening by one of the cars taking fire 
while the train was in motion. 

One of the motor trains of three cars be- 
came disabled at the terminus of the Broad- 
way line, and another. train which was to 
follow it out was obliged to push the train 
ahead. 

When the train reached Berry Street, two 
blocks from the ferries, the friction set on 
fire the rear motor car of the second train. 
The woodwork began to burn fiercely, and 


the passengers made a rush for the for- 
ward cars. » 


As the train passed the Driggs Avenue | 


Station without stopping many of the pas- 
sengers jumped from the cars to the sta- 
tion platform. Fortunately the train was 
moving at a slow rate of speed, and they 
escaped injury. 

When the train had proceeded two blocks 
further on the fire on the car had increased 
to such an extent that it was brought to 
a stop, and vain efforts made by the train 
hands to extinguish it. 

An alarm was turned in which brought 
the Fire Department to the scene. In the 
meantime many of the women and men 
climbed down to the footpath alongside the 
tracks and made their way to the next 
station, at Marcy Avenue. 

The firemen had little difficulty in extin- 
guishing the flames. 

When the train finally reached the Marcy 
Avenue Station the majority of the passen- 
gers who had not left the train alighted 
and took the surface cars to their homes. 
The fire occurred at the time when the 
traffic was at its height. 





WOMAN INDICTED FOR PERJURY. 


Mrs. Schlagouski Was Accused of Aid- 
ing in Murdering Her Husband. 


Mrs. Pauline Schlagouski, widow of John 
Schlagouski, for whose murder Toni 
Torckoffski was convicted and sentenced 
to death, was yesterday indicted for per- 
jury. 

Mrs. Schlagouski testified for the defense 


at the murder trial, and Torckoffski when

District Attorney Clarke, believing that 
he could not convict the woman of mur- 
der on Torckoffski's evidence, secured the 
indictment for perjury. Judge Aspinall 
held the woman without bail.

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EuCis TRATES TOT OUSTE| 
Appellate Court Dismisses the 
Mott and Meade Charges. 


Will Not Act Against Dying Magistrate 
Mott, and Magistrate Meade 
Is Recovering. 


The Appellate Division of the Supreme 
Court yesterday dismissed the charges of 
physical and mental disability to perform 
his duties as City Magistrate, brought 
against Clarence W.’ Meade, and refused to 
consider the same charges against Magis- 
trate John O. Mott, on the ground that the 
defendant had not been properly served. 

In Magistrate Meade's case the ruling was 
in his favor because; according to a state- 
ment of his physician, he is regaining his 
health and will be able to resume his seat 
on the bench in the near future. 

Attorneys for Magistrate Mott stated as 

a matter of fact that their cHent was dying. 
In their memorandum to the court they 
say: " 
“These proceedings. were initiated at a 
time when the hand of death is upon him 
and nature is about to create a vancancy 
which peither the Legislature nor the 
courts can prevent. No man tenacious of 
life can be brought immediately to realize 
that his case is hopeless and that his duty 
is plain to resign, and especially is this the 
case with old age and sradyal weakening 
of brain activity.’’. 

It was stated by counsel for Magistrate 
Mott that the Magistrate could not be 
served with papers, as he was too ill, and 
that his daughter had been served. Joseph 
W. Mack, who is a member of the City 
Club, contended that even with that service 
the case was before the court, but the court 
held differently. Justice Patterson, who 
made the statement, added that if there 
were any further developments to bring the 
case before the court by October it could 
come up then. Both Justice Hatch and Jus- 
tice Laughlin said the court would not be 
in haste to take action in the case of a dy- 
ing man. 

Magistrate Meade was in the courtroom 
when the charges that he was unable to 
fulfill the duties of his office were recited. 
He looked wan, and walked with some dif- 
fclulty, showing the effect of the slight 


stroke of paralysis which he suffered last 
Fall. David McClure, who -appeared for 
him, said: 

“We are any of us Hable to have the 
hand of God laid upon us at any time. But 
that is no reason for removing a judicial of- 
ficer. It must be shown that there is some 
misconduct; and that is not even alleged in 
this proceeding.” 

An affidavit from Mr. Meade's physician, 
Dr. Dorning, stated that Mr. Meade had 
been improving in health, and held out 
hope of his complete recovery. 

Nathan Bijur, of counsel for the petition- 
er, argued that Mr. Meade was unable to 
discharge his duties As Magistrate, and 
that it was not vp oy to spend public mon- 
ey in that sort of charity.

ROOSEVELT LETTER BARRED. 


President’s Commendation Ruled Out at 
Trial of Capt. Flood—Defendant 
Angry on the Stand. 


Deputy Police Commissioner Piper, pre-

RECEIVER SMITH TAKES HOLD. 


Says Shipyard Trust’s Condition Made 
immediate Steps Necessary—An 
Attachmen\ Served. 


James Smith, Jr., the newly appointed 
receiver of the United States Shipbuilding 
Company, appeared in Wall Street yester- 
day and took formal possession of the coém- 
pany. After a long interview with Lewis 
Nixon he gave out the following state- 
ment: 

‘““My movements to-day were made with 
a view of carrying out the orders of the 
court and to take formal possession of the 
United States Shipbuilding Company and 
ite business. I found it necessary to take 
immediate steps to prevent demoralization 
with consequent loss. My desire is to con- 
serve the interests: of the bondholders and 
to keep the great business intact and to 
place it at the earliest possible moment 
upon a sound financial basis. 

‘“‘No interruption in the uniform progress 
of the work is contemplated, as not only 
the United States Government, but also the 
great maritime and financial interests 
would be injuriously affected by anything 
that would delay the work of the plants.”’ 

Roland R. Conklin, Max Nathan, and 
Jacob W. Mack have formed a protective 
committee, which has addressed a letter to 
the bondholders of the shipbuilding compa- 
ny, which reads in part as follows: 

The receiver will immediately inaugurate a 
thorough and impartial investigation of the 
company’s properties and affairs, the result of 
which will, we expect, give a somewhat differ- 
ent aspect to the value of your bonds, and which 
may also. explain why the Bethlehem Com- 
any is not contributing out of its admittedly 
arge net profits toward the Shipyards Com- 
pany so as to enable the latter to reduce its 
floating debts and pay the interest on its bonds. 
When this report is made a plan will be pre- 
sented by a committee representing the inter- 
ests of depositing bondholders, which will give 
fair consideration to all interests without subor- 
dinating your first mortgage to the present sec- 
ond mortgage, and without subjecting your 
bonds and stock to an arbitrary voting trust. 

To this end the co-operation of the bondholders 
is necessary and is now invited. The main pur- 
pose of this plan will be to keep all the properties 
intact, as at present, as a going concern. Fore- 
closure is threatened and prompt action is neces- 
sary.

PAST RAGE UP THE BAY 


Vathoose and Asbury Park 
Beaten by the Arrow. 
Charles R, Flint’s Yacht Makes Twenty- 


Mile Run in Fifty-two Minutes, 
Using Only One Boller. 


The 


Charles R. Flint’s steam yacht Arrow in 
& race from the Atlantic Highlands to New 
York yesterday morning simply ran away 
from Jesse Lewisohn’s steam yacht 
Vamoose and the new steamer Asbury 
Park of the New York-Asbury Park Line. 

The finish of the race showed that the 
Flint -craft had beaten the Vamoose by 
seventeen and the Asbury Park by fourteen 
minutes. :

The 
Asbury Park, which is a new craft, was 
about a mile ahead, proceeding at full

Mr. Lewisohn.saw his rival of-the past 
Summer first, and without a moment's de- 
Jay ordered full steam on and started at 
break-neck speed. The Lewisohn boat Had 
at, this time a lead df about 500 yards. 

The Arrow was using only one boiler, but 
that boiler “ talked,”’ according to her en- 
gineer, and, going at full speed, she com- 
menced to lessen the distance between her 
and the Vamoose, 

Mr. Lewisohn put on every pourki of 
steam at his command, but in less than ten 
minutes the Arrow was on even terms with 
his boat. It was neck and neck for only a 
moment, though, and the Arrow, true to 
her name, shot past and began the chase 
to overhaul the fast Asbury Park, still 
the latter vessel ahead. Capt. Braisted of 
the. latter vessel saw the Arrow racin 
after him, but, like Mr. Lewisohn, he coul 
not keep the distance clear between the 
craft, and fh gbout five minutes the Arrow 
passed him, ahd the victory was won.

NEGROES BREAK UP MEETING. 


One of Them Accused of Stabbing Pol- 
ish Cementmaker. 


Two negroes were locked up in the East 
Sixty-seventh Street Station last night for 
breaking up the meeting of the Polish 
Cement Makers, which was being held in 
the rear of a saloon in Hast Sixty-third 
Street, between First and Second Avenues, 
and for assaulting one of the members of 
the organization. They gave their names 
as George Eave, twenty-six years old, ad- 
dress refused, and Marion Jones, eighteen 
years old, of 167 East Seventy-fifth Street. 
They were arrested on the complaint of 
John Leskowitz of 61 Jefferson Street, who 
was not only roughly handled, but received 
several cuts about the head with a knife. 

The Polish Cement Makers held their 
monthly meeting yesterday, and there was 
a large number in attendance, Business of 
importance was being transacted, and all 
the doors leading into the room were 
closed. The partition, however, was very 
thin, and in one place there was a large 
crack, The negroes were curious as to 
what was going on inside, and both put 
their heads to the crack. They were dis- 
covered by the members and requested to 
go away. The negroes, it is alleged, refused 
to go, and a fight resulted. The owner of 
the saloon, with the assistance of several! 
men, put them out of the place. 

In the street the figi't was resumed in 
earnest. The negroes were being. badly 
beaten when Leskowitz cried that he had 
been stabbed and the negroes’ started on a 
run, followed by the crowd. , 

Policeman Rahseld of the East Sixty- 
seventh Street Station saw the crowd, and 
with the assistance of Roundsman Sexton 
of the Madison Street Station, who jumped 
off a Second Avenue .car, arrested the 
negroes. lLeskcwitz, it was found, had 
been stabbed several times in the head, and 
he was removed to th: Flowe: Hospital. 
At the station house, when searched by the 
policeman, an open knife was found in 
Eave's pocket. He was identified later at 
the hospital by Leskowitz as the man who 
had stabbed him. The injufed man lost a 


great deal of blood, but it is thought that 
his injuries will not prove fatal. 


TO DO AWAY WITH STRIKES. 


Builders and Workmen in Washington 
Enter Into Arbitration Agreement.

WASHINGTON, July 2.—An agreement 
was entered into to-day between the, Em- 
ployers’ Association of the Building Trades 
of this city and the Council of the Allied 
Bullding Trades of the Central Lahor 
Union, by which strikes and lock-outs will 
be avoided in the future.

Both Parties Silent as to Action for 
Which a Referee Has Been 
Named.

The dinner took place at Sherry’s on the 
night of Dec, 19, 1896, and when it was at 
its height was interrupted by the arrival 
of Police Captain Chapman, who arrested 
some of the diners and several women who 
were giving a vaudeville entertainment. 

Chapman was later put on trial for raid- 
ing the dinner, but the charges were dis- 
missed by the Police Commissioner. He 
said at the trial that the exhibition was 
improper and a violation of the law.
